Great Britain In | : 
The Role Of Friend 


Unto Every Nation 


a . 

The following article on Great Bri- 
tain’s foreign policy is taken from the 
Chicago News, and coming from an 
American source has an added signi- 
ficance: 

British diplomacy of today is the 
precise opposite of American diplom- 
acy. American diplomacy shrinks 
from making the United States the 
special friend of any foreign nation. 
British diplomacy might almost be 
said to Jump at the chance of making 
Great Britain the special friend of 
every foreign nation all the way 
around the whole circle of the impor- 
tant nations of the world. 

Who is the best and closest friend 
of Japan? Great Britain. The An- 
glo-Japanese alliance is gone and 
whatever menace may have been lev: 
elled by that alliance at the United 
States is removed. But who can be- 
lieve that in the daily routine of far 
eastern international affairs there will 
be any such spirit of historic co-oper- 
ation and of mutually recognized ter- 
ritorial interests between Japan and 
the United States, or between Japan 
and. France, as between Japan and 
Great Britain? The latter is the one 
white nation that has continuously be- 
friended Japan in the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

What foreign nation is also most 
steadily expressive of special regard 
and respect for the United States? 
What foreign nation is most unremit- 
tingly devoted to public discussions of 
a special understanding or special ac- 
cord or special agreement or bond or 
tie or link—or whatever word Ameri- 
cans may prefer—with the United 
States? Undoubtedly Great Britain. 
Washington may recoil from London's 
advances. London gallantly contin: 
ues them and, so to. speak, sends flow- 
ers every day. 

What nation does most for France? 
The British may quarrel at times with 
the French; but what nation is the 
only nation that really in any degree 
is helpful to the French in collecting 
the indemnity from Germany? Great 
Britain. Me 

But what nation sticks up for Ger- 
many and says all the time that Ger- 
many cannot pay quite so much? 
What nation mitigates French »wrath 
and tempers the French storm to the 
German lamb? Certainly not the 
United States; certainly not Japan. 
Italy does it a bit, but Italy is not 


strong. The strong shield of Ger 
many when Germany is _beat- 
en down too much is the 


country that bottled up the German | 
fleet. Germany in the German hymn 
of hate had “one foe and one alone”’-— 
Britain. Today it has one friend and 
one alone—Britain. 

Finally, where does Russia find a 
helping hand? What great nation 
first makes a treaty with Soviet Rus- 
sia? $What nation proceeds to intro- 
duce Soviet Russia to respectable in- | 
ternational society? What nation but 
that hearty friend of the world—Great 
Britain? 

It has sometimes been remarked 
that the diplomacy of a sailor Is to| 
have a girl in every port. Great Bri- 
tain is a maritime nation. Its diplo- 
macy at the present time is very mart- 
time.

Crops in the Yukon 


Satisfactory Results Reported 
Cereals and Vegetabies 

The experimental sub-station at 
Swedé Creek in the Yukon fs the most 
northerly of the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farms System. The facts to be 
gathered from a report made by the 
superintendent will draw attention to 
the capabilities of that coutitry for 
farming and are particularly interest- 
ing on that account. Ten acres were 
seeded in 1919 with oate, peas and red 
clover. The oats and peas were cut 
for hay, but the red clover was left 
for ploughing under and was winter 
killed. In 1920 the same area gave 
a heavy growth of oats and_ peas, a 
light growth of red clover, and a med- 
ium growth of sweet clover. A satis- 
factory yleld of rye and buckwheat is 
recorded. Western rye grass also 
proved satisfactory. Gratifying re- 
sults are expected from alfalfa and 
red clover. One fortieth of dh acre 
sown to each variety of wheat yielded 


75 lbs. of Marquis, or at the rate of 50}. 


bushels to the acre, 90 Ibs. of Huron, 
at the rate of 60 bushels to the acre, 
and 52 Ibs. of Prelude, at the rate of 
34 2-3 bushels to the acre. Victory 
oats sown to the same extent ylelded 
90 lbs. or over 105 bushels to the acre 
and Banner oats 114 Ibs. or 134 bush- 
els and 4 Ibs. to the acre. Peas 
yielded 32 Ibs. or 21 3-4 bushels to the 
acre. Detroit beets, Jersey Wakefield 
and Copenhagen Market cabbage, 
Chautenay and Earliest Short Horn 
carrots, all varieties of celery, Iceberg, 
Grand Rapids Forcing and C.E.F. let- 
tuce. Double Curled Parsley, Thomas 
Saxton, Stratagem and English Won- 
der peas, and Canadian Gem turnips 
all did well. Relative to the celery 
the report states that {it was prob- 
ably as good as could be produced in 
any part of thé world. 


The Livestock Prospects 


Livestock Branch at Ottawa States 
That Market is Becoming Steady 
It is interesting to note from the 

weekly returns of the livestock branch 

at Ottawa that the year commenced 
with rather hopeful prospects, the de- 
mand being fairly brisk with prices 
generally, although below what they 
were last year at the same time, in- 
clined to show an upward tendency. 
Especially was this true of the mar- 
ket at Toronto, where sheep were 
quoted the second week of the year at 
$14.50 compared with $13 for the first 
week.and $13.85 for the corresponding 
week of last year. Cattle, calves and 
sheep all showed a rise for the second 
week compared with the first, but 
hogs, which were received in compara- 
tively large numbers, manifested a 
little weakness, The prices at Tor- 
onto ran: Cattle $9, calves $14, hogs 
$11.25, and sheep $14.50; at Montreal, 
cattle $7, calves $12, hogs $12 and 
sheep $9.50; and at Winnipeg, cattle 
$7.25, calves $10, hogs $9.60 and sheep
